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Continental To Begin Construction 
Of Green Valley Homes Next Month

The Continental Construction Co. will definitely begin next 
month the construction of 34 homes in Greenbelt’s new Green 


Valley development. 


At the same time, Continental will initiate 


an intensive sales campaign with the goal of selling and building 
the remainder of 107 homes in the Green Valley tract by the end 


of the summer. 


This was revealed to the News 
Review this week by Hyman Cash- 
ban, vice president and head of 
construction for Continental a 
subsidiary of the Warner-Kanter 
Corporation that owns most of the 
city’s undeveloped residential acre- 
age The statement was in res- 
ponse to a query from the News 
Review as to the future building 
plans of Continental, The Green 
Valley development is adjacent to 
the new Woodland Hills cooper- 
ative development. 

Arrangements have heen com- 
pieted for the installation of se- 
wage facilities and water lines as 
wel as gas mains that will bring 


gas service to Greenbelt for the ° 


first time. Construction on the 
homes will begin while these are 
being installed. The roads for the 
development are scheduled to be 
in by March, and the first units 
should be ready for occupancy by 
early summer. 
Advertising Policy 

Questioned about Continental’s 
advertising in the past which has 
never. mentioned, that Green. Valley. 
is part of Greenbelt, Cashban sta- 
ted that he had nothing to do with 
the advertising campaign which 
was turned over to an agency. 
However, he insisted that there has 
been no deliberate attempt to dis- 
sociate Green Valley from the city 
of Greenbelt. (Some of the ads in 
the past referred to such Green- 
belt facilities as the swimmnig 
pool, the lake, fishing, churches, 
and recreational facilities without 
indicating that all this was pro- 
vided by the city of Greenbelt). 

Construction Delays 

Cashban blamed the delay in 
getting construction underway 
principally on the water and. se- 
wage problem and the difficulties 
of raising mortgage money for 
homes in a period when lending in- 
stitutions are reluctant’ to lend 
money at the low rates prescribed 
by law. However, he felt that once 
the homes start going up, the 
development will move along quick- 
ly. (Two houses were started last 
spring but- were abandoned when 
half finished because of the difficul- 
ties that arose). 

In regard to further develop- 
ment after Green Valley, Cashban 
declared that much depends on 
the type of zoning obtained for the 
triangle of potential commercial 
land bordered by Edmonston and 
Greenbelt roads. The complete 
plan showing all the future names 
is on display in the split level 
model in the group of model homes 
on Greenbelt road. 

Future Plans 

Cashban pointed out that plans 
include a regional shopping center 
with a small industria] park at- 
tached for a clean light industry 
such as an electronics plant. He 
maintained that if zoning is not 
obtained to permit this type of 
commercial development, then any 
future development by Continen- 
tal would be inhibited. He also 
noted that it was important that 
the city reach a decision to turn 
its sewage and water facilities over 
to Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission. 

The impression obtained is that 
Joseph Kanter of Warner-Kanter 
and president of Continental Cons- 
truction will decide at some future 
date whether to continue to de- 
velop the remainder of the land 
in Greenbelt or perhaps resell part 
or all of the land to some other 





developer. It has been learned 
from a reliable source that Kan- 
ter has received and _ rejected 
more than one good offer for his 
present holdings in Greenbelt In 
any resale of land, 20 percent of 
the original basic price of the land 
must be paid to the Greenbelt 
Veteran Housing Corporation ac- 
cording to the contract under 
which GVHC sold the land to War- 
ner-Kanter. 


One of the problems presently 
being encountered by Continental 
is with the Maryland State Roads 
Commisston which wants to obtain 
about 79 acres of land for the 
right-of-way for the new _ inter- 
county belt freeway. Apparently 
the Roads Commission is now in- 
tent on moving quickly on the free- 
way because it has threatened to 
begin condemnation proceedings 
against the land unless Continen- 


tal agrees to sell the land at what - 


the Commission considers to be a 
reasonable price.

Council Continues To Slash Budget: 
Public Hearing Slated For Monday

After making some of the sharpest cuts yet, the Greenbelt 
city council by the end of its fourth special budget meeting on 
Monday, December 10. had chopped a cumulative total of about 
$15,000 from the 1957 city budget submitted by City Manager 
Charles T. McDonald. , The council at that time had completed 
its review of about half of the proposed budget, which is about 
$42,000 more than the 1956 budget and would raise the tax rate 


from $1.68 to about $2.23. 

All changes in the budget ini- 
tiated by the council, which is 
meeting every night thissweek to 
complete its review, are tentative. 
A public hearing on the entire 
budget will be held Monday, 
December 17, in the Center School 
auditorium at 8 pm. Following 
this hearing, the council will take 
final action on the budget which 
must be approved by December 20. 

Budget Cuts 

About $6,000 of the amount cut 
so far represents the. salaries of 
two additional city employees re- 
quested by McDonald. The council 
revealed Monday night that not un- 
til then had it realized that the 
budget provides for a total of four 
additional employees. The council 
had not yet reached that portion 
of the budget providing for the 
remaining two new employees. 
Other. substantial cuts made on 
Monday include the elimination of 
$2,000 toward cleaning and paint- 
ing parking areas in the courts 
and $4,000 of the amount requested 
for materials and supplies for this 
work. 

Councilman Jim Smith, fearful 
that the threatened high tax rate 
would serioulsy deter the future 
growth and development of Green- 
belt, moved that the entire budget 
be returned to the manager to be 
revised in order to establish a tax 
rate between $1.50 and $1.68. May- 
or Tom Canning objected that 
there was not enough time to com-

plete’ ‘buch a revision, but Smith 
felt that McDonald is familiar- 
enough with the budget to do it 
quickly. 





Policy Guidance 

McDonald declared that his bud-- 
get is based on his interpretation 
of council policy and that the coun-: 
cil need only: state clearly what 
it wanted and it would be reflected 
in the budget. Smith agreed that 
the council has. generally failed 
to provide clear policy for the city 
manager, but Canning asserted 
that the budget was clearly in line, 
with council policy. 

McDonald also indicated that, he 
takes into account what the citi-- 
zens of the community appear to: 
want. This is his reason for a 
recreation request that is nearly, 
$11,000 more than was spent in 
1956. In his budget message the 
manager states that assistance had’ 
not been forthcoming from the 
county to fhe extent the city had’ 
hoped and that previous budget- 
appropriations “failed to prodirce:: 
the type of programs the- citizens~ 
have become accustomed to and™ 
appear to demand,” (This: budget’ 
item had not yet been reached by- 
the council as of Monday). 

The motion to return the budget 
to the manager failed on a tie 
vote. Smith and Goldfaden voted 
for the return and Canning and 
Bob Hurst against. -Councilmam 
Alan Kistler was absent from the: 
Monday, meeting. 

At the third meeting on Friday’ 
the council, after cutting out $200 
set aside for the Labor Day Fes- 
tival and $500 for the Fourth of 
July fireworks (to be raised by 
some other means), then added 
$760 to the police department re- 
quest to provide additional protec- 
tion in the form of more foot pa- 
trols. The total for the police de- 
partment in the proposed budget 
is $34,600, which includes the salary- 
of a sergeant at $4,200 and three 


full-time officers at salaries rang- 


ing from, about $3,300 to about 
$3,700. 
Foot Patrols 

Police foot patrol has already: 
been operating in the city to & 
limited extent, particularly in the 
summer months. The new budget 
proposes extra foot patrols for 
eight hours on Fridays, Saturdays), 
and Sundays throughout the year. 
plus an additional 16 hours of duty 
each week for 18 weeks. The foot: 
patrolmen are to be on duty in 
the center and in the courts. Pre- 
vention of. juvenile delinjuency 
and vandalism is the main goal of 
the foot patrol. 

Councilman Hurst proposed that 
foot patrolmen should also be pro- 
vided on week nights throughout 
the year for about four hours each 
night, probably between the hours 
of 6 and 10 pm. This was passed 
unanimously by the four council- 
men present, Goldfaden being 
absent. It was also noted that the 
police cars are travelling more 
miles, and funds to pay for 1800 
more gallons than used last year 
are included in the budget. 

Increases 

Among items that represent sharp 
inrceases in the 1957 budget which 
had not yet been discussed by the 
council is the additional $4,000 to 
provide three-times-a-week trash 
collections. However, this item 
would not affect the tax rate since 
it would be covered by a flat tem 
cents a month inqrease in the 
service fee to all residents.

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The Editors Notebook

Last week’s Notebook contained 
some “dramatic statistics’ which 
‘Lakesiders lost no time in telling 
‘me’ seemed both unfair and inac- 
«urate. In retrospect, I must agree. 
It is always dangerous to cite such 
dramatic statistics because, al- 
though they illustrate a point 
vividly, they inevitably over-em- 
phasize and thereby tend to paint 
a false picture. Accordingly, I 
sapologize to the Lakeside contin- 
‘gent, all 21 of them. 

For the benefit of those who do 
not remember, the figures I cited 
were: Lakeside residents pay 2% 
‘of the real estate tax dollars and 
Teceive 6% of the community ser- 
vice expenditure in return. City 
Manager McDonald supports this 
figure and, in fact, supplied it. The 
rentire Lakeside section, he says, 
pays about $2500 in real estate 
‘taxes. In return, he estimates, 6% 
of the community expenditure is 
‘directly attributable to Lakeside, 
and points to such things as an un- 
usual amount of street cleaning 
to get the mud off the street, three 
water line repairs, street lighting, 


Wand the.other city..services. Fur- 


‘thermore, he figures that 30% of 
‘his time is spent on Lakeside af- 
‘fairs, which, in turn, affects his 
‘office costs. 

That item about street lighting, 
Incidentally, was defiinitely wrong 
last week. I said that the city 
pays $525 for street lighting? on 
‘Lakeside homes. Actually, the city 
‘out for this purpose. The truth is, 
‘the $525 paid by the city for street 
lighting on Lakeside represents 
20% of the total taxes paid by the 
‘Lakeside homes. Actualy, the city 
js budgeting about $9000 for street 
lighting for the whole town this 
tyear, which means that the cost 
of lighting Lakeside is about 6% 
of the total. Again, my apologies 
for having created a false impres- 
sion. 

Be that as it may, however, Lake- 
siders still challenge the 2% — 
6% ratio. They do not believe they 
ate receiving 6% of the community 
service expenditure, and cannot see 
how it can be proven. Further- 
more, they would gladly do without 
some of the “so-called services” 
and point particularly to 30% of 
McDonald’s time as an example of 
an “exhorbitant charge” which the 
whole community can forego. They 
also point, with some justification 
and considerable bitterness, to cer- 
tain .charges levied against them 
which do not appear on the city’s 
revenue budget and which were 
not levied against any other homes, 
such as “excessive” water charges 
while their homes were under con- 
struction. 

It is immediately apparent that 
the situation is not simple, and 
cannot be made to look simple by 
quoting a few statistics. The Lake- 
siders, as I have said before, have 
a. sizeable stake in Greenbelt’s 
future, and a legitimate concern in
